DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 and 35 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims have been 
amended to overcome the prior arts of record. The prior arts of Gu et al. , Miura et al, and 
Aitken et al. do not teach using ultra short pulse laser to expose the optical waveguide through its 
protective buffer and, more specifically without removing the waveguide's protective buffer. 
Examiner agrees with applicant's remarks filed on October 28, 2009 that the prior arts of record 
do not teach writing microstructure in the waveguide without the use of a mask or exposing the 
core by removing its protective layer. Therefore claim 1 is allowable, and claims 2-18 and 35 
are allowed by virtue of their dependencies on independent claim 1 .
